The Board of Supervisors for 
the Upper Leon Soil Conservation 
District approved two <2> prior-) 
lty areas for conservation plan­ 
ning in a meeting at De Leon 
Wednesday, November 12. Basic j 
Memorandum

technical assistance to be m ade ! 
available to farm ers and ranchers j 
who desire assistance in soil and 
w ater conservation work. 
The num ber one priority area 
i: located in the Sabano Com m un­ 
ity comprising eleven farm s all 
joining and on the same w ater­ 
shed. The second priority area is 
located west of Rising S tar and 
comprises nine farm s. Preference 
is given to groups of farm er ap­ 
plications on a creek or w ater­ 
shed. 
Through the basic m em orandum 
of understanding with the U 
S. 
I D epartm ent 
of 
Agra ulture 
th e 
! D istrict will receive technical as­ 
sistance from the Soil Conserva­ 
tion Service to assist farm owners 
in priority areas to set up a com- 
! plete wind and w ater conserva­ 
tion program . 
The first step in conservation 
planning in a priority area is to 
obtain a base m ap oi the entire 
project. Then a farm by farm 
survey is m ade showing Mill types, 
erosion 
conditions, 
slopes, 
lane 
use and other pertinent features 
directly on the m ap 
W ith this 
m ap as a guide the farm ers and 
SCS technicians are able to draw 
up individual farm plans for each 
farm in th e area who is interest­ 
ed in adopting a conservation pro­ 
gram . 


If the farmer decides to adopt 
the 
conservation 
plan 
finally 
worked out he enters into a co­ 
operative agreement with the Dis­ 
trict to receive further assistance 
to lay out the necessary terrace 
and water disposal systems and 
other 
conservation 
practices 
fifc 
planned. Farmers may do the nec­ 
essary conservation work as time 
perm its over a period of years or 
in accordance with his AAA soil 
building allowance each year. 
At the beginning of the opera­ 
tion of the D istrict fourteen farms 
were selected over the entire Dis­ 
trict and approved for planning.

help. 
Viright and his men were en­ 
camped near Comanche and im­ 
mediately after the arrival of the 
courier were In their saddles and 
on the march. They came to my 
house and asked me to go along 
with them in pursuit of the In ­ 
dians, which I did. 
We rode all night and it was 
very cold. A short while before ( 
daylight we arrived at the battle­ 
ground and dismounted. As soon 
as there was light enough we took 
the trail and. after following it 
a short distance, we discovered 
th at the Indians had scattered 
and struck out in the direction of 
the settlements. It was impossible 
to follow, as the Indians were all 
afoot and the grass was dry. 
While returning from the chase 
we heard a gun fire Just ahead 
of us. down in a thick ravine, and 
at the word of command every 
m an was in line. We made one 
simultaneous charge, over rocks, 
brush, branches, trees and every­ 
thing th at came in our way and 
when we arrived at the ravine we 
saw one lonesome-looking man. a 
deerhunter reloading his gun. He 
was so badly scared when thirty 
Rangers run upon him with his 
gun empty, th at he began to re­ 
load his gun by pouring in one 
charge after another of powder, 
until 
John 
Sparks 
exclaimed 
“How much powder do you put 
in th at gun?" ‘"One charge" was 
the Immediate response. "You have 
put to five already!" 
The man turned up his gun to 
empty the powder into his hand 
and the amount was more than 
his hand could hold. "Well, boys," 
said he. "I reckon I might as well 
acknowledge. I was a little scar­ 
ed." 
Fight ml Sail Creek Mountain. 
The fall of 1858. a large band 
of Indians passed through the 
country from Brown County go­ 
ing east when they killed and , 
scalped 
two 
men. 
Brown 
and 
Pierce, and whipped a little boy 
| severely that was with the two 
men. 
The Indians divided into three 
parties, each party having a large 
bunch of horses. One party went 
up Leon River, one up Cowhouse 
Creek, 
and one up 
Lampasas 
Creek, with the understanding 
they would all come together at 
Salt Creek m ountain, some twen­ 
ty miles west of Comanche. The 
party that passed up Leon were 
discovered late one evening by 
the mail carrier. The Indians did 
not see him. so he put spurs to 
his mule and . ran seven or eight 
miles to Elisha Bancroft’s ranch. 
He arrived there after dark. 
Bancroft proceeded at once to 
dispatch the news to all 
the 
ranches, and about ten o’clock 
th at night ten or twelve men from 
Comanche were in their saddles 
and rifling at a rapid gait toward 
bait Creek. They thought th at by 
reaching this point before day- 
' light the Indians could be inter­ 
cepted. 
During the night a freezing nor­ 
ther prevailed, but it was not 
sufficient to stop the boys. They 
kept on their course. The Indians 


led the charge down a steep rocky 
hollow 
All went at full speed. 
The Indians were Just getting up 
and did not discover the white 
men until they were within a few 
yards of their camp The red men 
were completely surprised. 
By this time the boys had all 
opened fire, but the Indians ran 
down in the bend of the ravine, 
where the brush was so dense on 
either side and the banks so 
steep that it was impossible to 
ride in further pusuit of them.
